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Office  of  the  Secretary,  Boston,  Jan.  26,  1912. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate 

and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  section  298, 
chapter  560,  Acts  of  1907,  a  report  of  the  number  of  assessed  polls,  the 
number  of  registered  male  and  female  voters  at  the  date  of  the  last 
annual  State  election  and  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total  number 
of  persons,  both  male  and  female,  who  voted  at  each  such  election  in 
each  city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting  precinct  of  the  several  cities 
and  towns,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candi- 
date for  a  State  office  at  the  last  annual  State  election,  arranged  by 
cities,  towns  and  districts. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  law  above  quoted,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: — 

First.  —  Section  234,  chapter  560,  Acts  of  1907,  requires  that  two  sets 
of  ballots,  each  of  not  less  than  60  ballots  for  every  50  and  fraction  of 
50  voters,  shall  be  provided  for  each  polling  place  at  which  an  election 
for  State  or  city  officers  is  to  be  held. 

So  far  as  this  office  can  ascertain,  no  use  has  ever  been  made  of  the 
second  set,  and  in  \iew  of  the  fact  that  no  difficulty  was  experienced  at 
the  State  primaries,  when  but  a  single  set  of  ballots  was  provided,  and 
that  communication  with  the  several  cities  and  towns  is  now  swift  and 
sure,  I  believe  the  extra  set  of  ballots  to  be  unnecessary,  and  suggest 
the  sa\ing  of  this  considerable  item  of  expense  by  an  amendment  to 
the  law  requiring  but  one  set  of  ballots  to  be  provided,  except  that 
duplicate  sets  may  be  furnished  when  necessary. 

Second.  —  The  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing 
that  "voting  machines  or  other  mechanical  devices  for  voting  may  be 
used  at  all  elections  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law:  provided,  however,  that  the  right  of  secret  voting  shall  be  pre- 
served," having  been  duly  approved  and  ratiified  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters  at  the  last  State  election,  I  suggest  a  revision  and  amendment 
of  the  statutes  heretofore  passed  relating  to  this  subject,  and  legisla- 
tion to  provide  for  the  examination,  purchase  and  inspection,  and  to 
regulate  the  use  of  such  voting  machines  and  other  mechanical  devices 
for  voting. 
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Third.  —  I  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Court,  the 
necessity  for  an  immediate  codification  of  the  laws  relating  to  elections. 

Fourth.  —  Section  12,  chapter  550,  Acts  of  1911,  provides  that  the 
number  of  ballots  for  use  at  primaries  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  passage  of  an  act  is  recommended  requiring  the  registrars  of 
voters,  and  in  Boston  the  election  commissioners,  to  transmit  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
annually,  the  number  of  enrolled  voters  of  each  political  party  in  each 
voting  precinct  in  order  that  the  Secretary  may  be  informed  as  to  the 
number  of  ballots  required  for  each  political  party. 

Fifth.  —  Legislation  is  recommended  providing  for  the  holding  of 
special  primaries  before  special  elections,  in  order  that  such  elections 
may  be  held  at  an  earlier  date  than  is  possible  under  existing  law. 

Sixth.  —  Section  five  of  chapter  550,  Acts  of  1911,  provides  that 
"from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve,  none  but  enrolled  voters  of  the  party  represented  by  a  candi- 
date shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  nomination  paper  of  such  candidate." 
Provision  should  be  made  to  enable  a  party,  upon  becoming  a  political 
party,  to  make  nominations  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  the  pri- 
maries. 

Seventh.  —  Much  difficulty  w^as  experienced  and  a  considerable 
expense  incurred  by  reason  of  delayed  returns  from  the  State  primaries, 
and  I  recommend  that  either  more  time  be  allowed  between  the  pri- 
maries and  elections,  or  a  change  be  made  in  the  method  of  nominating 
and  electing  delegates  to  State  conventions  and  members  of  ward  and 
town  committees. 

Eighth.  —  At  the  State  primaries  there  were  instances  of  names  being 
written  in  on  the  ballot,  many  without  the  knowledge  of  the  persons 
whose  names  were  used,  and  several  of  persons  not  eligible  for  election. 
In  one  representative  district  a  name  of  an  unknown  person  was  inserted 
by  a  voter.  The  nomination  being  in  accordance  with  law,  the  name  was 
placed  upon  the  official  ballot  and  735  votes  were  cast  for  said  person 
at  the  State  election.  I  suggest  some  action  toward  correcting  this 
apparent  defect  in  the  present  law. 

Ninth.  —  I  desire  to  submit  whether  the  power  of  the  Fallot  Law 
Commission  should  not  be  enlarged  so  as  to  give  jurisdiction  over  all 
questions  arising  in  the  administration  of  the  primary  and  election 
laws,  with  power  to  summon  witnesses  and  to  give  relief  wherever 
required. 
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Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  560,  Acts  of  1907,  there  were  received 
from  candidates  for  nomination  a  total  of  822  returns,  of  which  10  were 
premature,  108  were  late,  103  were  irregular,  22  were  both  late  and 
irregular,  and  3  both  premature  and  irregular. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  law,  was  246. 

There  were  421  returns  of  no  payments,  20  payments  to  political 
committees,  331  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and  50 
payments  both  to  political  committees  and  other  than  political  com- 
mittees. 

There  were  received  from  candidates  for  election  a  total  of  604 
returns,  of  which  1  was  premature,  158  were  late,  66  were  irregular, 
56  both  late  and  irregular,  and  2  both  premature  and  irregular. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attornev-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  the  law,  was  283. 

There  were  125  returns  of  no  payments,  151  payments  to  political 
committees,  148  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and  180 
payments  both  to  political  committees  and  other  than  political  com- 
mittees.

There  were  also  received  from  the  treasurers  of  political  committees 
342  returns,  and  247  certificates  stating  that  the  aggregate  receipts  and 
disbursements  did  not  exceed  twenty  dollars.  Sixty-eight  of  the 
returns  and  19  of  the  certificates  were  transmitted  to  the  Attorney- 
General  as  apparently  in  violation  of  law.
